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Authorities 
urge swine 
flu shots

Federal health officials have urged 
several states to restart swine flu im­ 
munization programs suspended because 
of the deaths of some elderly persons 
following inoculations. 
“ Anytime you’re 
inoculating large 
numbers of people there are going to be 
some coincidental things happening,” 
said Dr. David Sencer, director for the 
federal Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta. 
He stated there was no known connec­ 
tion between the reported deaths of six 
aged persons in Pennsylvania, Florida 
and Oklahoma and the government’s $135 
m illion 
im m unization program to 
protect Americans from a possible flu 
epidemic this winter. 
Health authorities in at least ten states 
have suspended flu shot programs. Tem­ 
porarily shelved vaccination plans were 
announced in Alaska, Illinois, Louisiana, 
Maine, Texas, Vermont, Wisconsin, New 
Mexico and in large sections of Virginia 
and Pennsylvania. 
Kentucky announced it would cancel 
its program Thursday if doubt over the 
flu vaccine’s safety remained. So far 
118,000 persons, mainly high-risk in­ 
dividuals, have received preventive 
doses. 
A dditionally, several sta tes that 
received some of the same vaccine in­ 
jected in the victims in Pennsylvania and 
Florida have shelved it. About 1.1 million 
of the doses were manufactured by 
Parke D avis P h a rm a ceu tica ls of 
Detroit, Mich. 
In Pittsburgh, Julia Bucci, 75. Charles 
Gabig, 71, and Ella Michael, 74. all of 
whom had heart disorders and other ail­ 
ments, died Monday about two hours 
after receiving inoculations during a one- 
hour period at the same neighborhood 
health clinic. 
In Fort Lauderdale, Saul Gelman, 63, 
Sunrise. Fla., died Tuesday of a heart at­ 
tack 90 minutes after receiving the same 
type of vaccine administered to the Pitt­ 
sburgh victims. 


A different batch of vaccine reportedly 
was involved in the Oklahoma deaths 
reported Tuesday. Health officials said 
Joe Malaski, 71, Oklahoma City, who suf­ 
fe r e d 
from 
h e a r t tr o u b le and 
emphysema, died Friday hours after be­ 
ing inoculated. An elderly unidentified 
Oklahoma woman reportedly died under 
similar circumstances. 
Swine flu 
clinic set 
for Monday 


Plans to begin swine flu vaccine in­ 
oculations in Lompoc and Santa Ynez 
valleys next week continued unabated to­ 
day despite the furors created by deaths 
involving people who had received the 
shots. 
The Santa Barbara County Board of 
Supervisors approved the program Mon­ 
day after a report by Dr Lawrence Hart, 
county health officer. Hart or one of his 
associates had reportedly been given a 
green light for the inoculation program 
by state health officials in Berkeley. 
Dr. Frank Cline, supervisor of the 
program for the county was scheduled to 
brief staff assistants on procedures Fri­ 
day at the health department in Lompoc. 
Meanwhile details of the scheduling 
shifted somewhat from original an­ 
nouncements The swine flu inoculation 
clinic will be in operation at the Veterans 
Building in Lompoc next Monday. Tues­ 
day, Thursday and Friday. Hours are 9 
a.m. to 3 p.m each day. On Oct. 20, 
Wednesday, a clinic will be conducted at 
Santa Ynez Valley Hospital. Hours are 10 
a.m. to 2 p.m. 
Clinic hours and locations will change 
the following week Shots will be given in 
the Lompoc Veterans Building on Oct. 
25 , 26 and 29 Hours are 9 a m. to 3 p.m 
On Oct. 28, the clinic will be open from 1 
to 6 p m On Wednesday, Oct. 27, the 
clinic will be held in the Lutheran Home 
at 636 Atterdag St., Solvang Hours are 10 
a m. to 2 p.m 
Meanwhile investigation continued in a 
number of cities into reports of deaths 
among those who had received the shots.

Ford workers barely 
approve new contract 


DETROIT (UPI) — The 170,000 Ford 
Motor Co. workers narrowly approved a 
$1 billion-plus three-year contract in the 
28th day of their nationwide strike and 
began returning to their jobs today. 
The approval, announced late Tuesday, 
came on just a 489-vote margin by skilled 
tradesmen, who held a veto power over 
the agreement despite the fact that they 
account for just one of every seven Ford 
jobs. 
They had complained an extra 20-to-25- 
cents-an-hour pay hike for them was not 
enough and complained they were often 
not represented because of their small 
numbers In the end, they almost won 
their point by nearly scuttling the agree­ 


ment and forcing it back into negotia­ 
tions. 


The first workers back on the job 
reported to the Livonia, Mich , transmis­ 
sion plant, four weeks to the hour after 
the strike began at midnight, Sept 14 
The a sse m b ly 
p lant at W ixom , 
Mich., will resume operations in the 
afternoon and three more assembly 
plants will reopen Thursday. 


Despite the worker recalls, the days of 
the strike will be counted until the final 
one of 99 local agreements is reached In 
1967, a national agreement was ratified 
in the 47th day but the final local con­ 
tract was not settled until the 66th day. 


YONKERS, N Y. (UPI) - President 
Ford today signed a $25.6 billion revenue 
sharing bill and said the program had 
halted a trend toward “more centralized 
government” in Washington. 
Ford, who hammered hard at Jimmy 
Carter at campaign stops in New York 
City Tuesday, softened the partisan tone 
for his speech on the steps of Yonkers 
City Hall before a crowd estimated by 
city officials at 10,000. 
But Ford chided the former Georgia 
governor for his support of proposals to 
give revenue sharing money to cities, but 
not states. 
“He (Carter) apparently had no trou­ 
ble w hatsoever finding use for $140 
million that was sent to Georgia during 
the Carter administration,” Ford said, 
adding that as far as he knew, Carter 
“didn’t send one cent of that money 
back.” 
Shuttle may 
be used to 
aid Skylab 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The federal 
space agency is considering sending 
astronauts in 1980 up to the abandoned 
Skylab space station in Earth orbit to 
rocket it into a higher orbit for possible 
later use. 
Melvyn Savage, director of advanced 
development, said the idea is to use the 
new space shuttle rocket plane and its 
manipulator arms to attach a small 
rocket unit to the 84-ton Skylab. 
The shuttle pilots also may spacewalk 
to the orbiting laboratory to retrieve a 
bag of samples left behind by astronauts 
Gerald Carr, Edward Gibson and 
William Pogue when they departed 
Skylab on Feb 8, 1974, after spending a 
record 84 days aloft. 
Skylab was left in an orbit 270 by 281 
miles high, but since then has dropped to 
within 255 miles of Earth under the drag 
of the tenuous upper fringes of at­ 
mosphere. 
As it moves into the thicker portions of 
the upper atmosphere. Skylab’s orbit 
will drop lower and lower and there is a 
possibility it might reenter the at­ 
mosphere before 1980 
Savage said that there is a “ fair 
probability" it will still be in orbit by the 
time astronauts could get to it. 
He said in an interview the possible 
mission is being considered for the shut­ 
tle's sixth and final planned space test 
flight, now scheduled for March. 1980. 
After that the space plane is to become 
operational to carry men and satellites 
to and from orbit on a routine basis. 
The first shuttle was rolled out of its 
assembly hangar at Palmdale. Calif., 
last month and is being prepared for at­ 
mospheric flight tests next year. A se­ 
cond shuttle is to make the first test 
flight into orbit from Cape Canaveral in 
March. 1979 
Savage said the Skylab 
flight would 
have two objectives It would preserve 
the old space station for possible use m 
later years, and it would give the shuttle 
a realistic test of its abilities to rendez­ 
vous and work with a satellite 
“ It provides an extremely real life 
situation to demonstrate what the shuttle 
can really do as far as working on an in- 
orbit satellite,” he said "This really is a 
new capability.” 


The audience included many school 
children who were dismissed from clas­ 
ses to see Ford. The crowd flowed down 
a hillside from City Hall and gave the 
President a friendly reception. 
Ford said the bill extended the revenue 
sharing program for three years and 
nine months and provided $25.6 billion to 
39,000 state and local governments. 
The bill, which takes effect next Jan. 1 
and runs through Sept. 30, 1980, also 
loosens up earlier restrictions on how the 
money could be spent. 
Since its inception, Ford said, the 
program has “reversed a dangerous 
trend toward more centralized govern­ 
ment in Washington” and given tax­ 
payers ‘‘an even greater voice in 
deciding how their federal tax dollars 
are spent.” 


Ford said Washington bureaucrats 
would further centralize authority 
“without a president who is willing to 
say n o ... I am willing to say no. ” In addi­ 
tion, Ford said, he offers “imaginative 
alternatives” such as revenue sharing. 
He said revenue sharing puts decision­ 
making power in the hands of local of­ 
ficials instead of “bureaucrats on the 
banks of the Potomac ... and I have a lot 
more faith in you than I do in them. 
Ford, who is continuing his efforts to 
recoup from his debate statement last 
week that Eastern Europe is not under 
Soviet domination, was joined on the 
platform by children in eastern Euro­ 
pean costumes with a sign “Slovaks for 
Ford.” 
A sign in the crowd said: “Slavic- 
Americans know what you meant.” 
Ford's action 
property tax 
helps 
'lid' 


The extension of revenue sharing 
signed today by President Ford will help 
the City of Lompoc keep the lid on 
property taxes, City Administrator Gene 
L Wahlers said today. 
The City Council prepared for the 
worst in this fiscal year’s budget and did 
not include any revenue sharing funds 
beyond the cutoff period of Januao' 1 
While there will be no interruption in 
revenue sharing a ctiv ities, actual 
receipt of funds in the second half of the 
1976- 77 fiscal year by the city may be 
delayed by the lateness with which 
Congress approved the extension, it was 
indicated 
Approval of the extension of revenue 
sharing to 1980 will mean approximately 
$110,000 in additional funds for this fiscal 
year. 
While the actual entitlement under the 


new fund sharing has not been es­ 
tablished, indications are that it will be 
similar to the previous grants which 
amounted to $209,427 in the 1975-76 fiscal 
year. The funds estim ated through 
December 31 this year were $110,000. 
Without the continuation of the funds. 
Wahlers said, it would be necessary in 
the future either to reduce services or 
raise taxes or both. 
The major portion of the revenue shar­ 
ing allocation for the past few years has 
gone for public safety purposes, prin­ 
cipally the Police Department. Funds 
that would have been necessary to 
operate that department have thus been 
available to operate other departments 
not eligible for revenue sharing spending 
with the ultimate result being the main­ 
taining of the city’s lax rate at the same 
level despite growing costs.

Syrians advance 
on second front 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Syrian 
tanks and infantry advanced against 
Palestinian positions along the main 
Damascus highway southeast of Beirut 
today, opening a second front in their 
two-day offensive. 


A scheduled round of Arab League- 
sponsored peace talks was canceled 
when Syrian artillery began shelling 
Bhamdoun and Aley along the route the 
Palestinian delegation was to have taken 
to the meeting at Chtaura, 25 miles 
southeast of Beirut. 


An Arab League spokesman said the 
Syrians “evidently decided not to let the 
meeting take place ” 


P alestinian

spokesmen said Syrian tanks and in­ 
fantry had launched a “major offensive” 
against Aley and Bhamdoun on the 
Beirut-Damascus highway 10 m iles 
southeast of Beirut, 


A Christian militia radio said Bham­ 
doun had already fallen as the Syrian 
army drove to the outskirts of Aley, the 
Palestinians' last beleaguered bastion in 
the central mountains 


A Palestinian spokesman said he could 
not confirm Bhamdoun’s fall but con­ 
ceded it was likely. 
“ The Syrians are hitting us with 
everything they have— heavy and 
medium artillery, tanks and grad 
(surface-to-surface) missiles," he said 
The thunder of distant cannons could be 
heard as far away as Beirut 


WHITE PLAINS. N Y (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Ford, stumping New York’s sub­ 
urbs. today resumed his bare-knuckled 
attack on Jimmy Carter, saying the 
liveliest debate of the campaign was the 
Democratic candidate’s arguing with 
himself 
In Yonkers. Ford also signed a $25 6 
billion revenue sharing bill and took the 
o c ca sio n 
to say he has fought 
“ bureaucrats on the banks of the 
Potomac” to return power to state and 
local governments. 
In appearances before big crowds in 
Yonkers and White Plains, Ford at­ 
tacked Carter on his contradictory posi­ 
tion on the issues. 
“We have heard all four sides of the 
tax issue—three of them from Jimmy 
Carter,” Ford said at the second cam ­ 
paign stop of the day. “The liveliest 
debate is between Jimmy Carter and 
Jimmy Carter.” 
He said Carter claimed to be in favor 
of a balanced budget, but opposed Ford s 
vetoes of spending bills 
He said Carter claimed the United 
States was weak militarily, but wanted 
to cut the defense budget $15 billion. 
He said Carter claimed to be for con- 
troling inflation, but supported a 
Democratic platform 
with proposals 


that would increase spending by $100 
billion to $200 billion 
“He can’t have it both ways, and we’re 
not going to let him do it.” Ford said 
The speeches at Yonkers and White 
Plains were made from the steps of the 
respective city halls 
Y onkers City M anager V incent 
Castaldo estimated the Yonkers crowd 
at 10.000 and Carmine Motto, deputy 
commissioner of public safety for White 
Plains, said 15.000 were gathered there

PLAINS, Ga (UPI) - Jimmy Carter, 
resting up for a new campaign swing, to­ 
day accused President Ford — in a 
prepared statement — of refusing to take 
any action to stop the spirating cost of 
hospital care 
The Dem ocratic presidential can­ 
didate returned to his native Plains 
Tuesday after what he called one of his 
best weeks in the long struggle to beat 
President Ford and return his party to 
the White House 
With the exception of an early morning 
visit to check on the family peanut 
business, Carter remained out of sight 
Tuesday, even skipping the late after­ 
noon softball game. He also was ex­ 
pected to spend most of today away from 
public scrutiny. 
Carter returns to active campaigning 
Thursday with a three-city tour of New 
York state and then will tour Michigan, 
Missouri and Ohio before taking another 
break 
In a statement Tuesday, Carter said 
“the only way to stem the health care 
costs spiral is to make the hard political 
and management decision necessary to 
introduce efficiency and eliminate fraud 
from our sham efully disorganized 
system for delivering health services. 
“This the Ford administration has 
steadfastly refused to do,” Carter said 


Carter said that under the Ford ad­ 
ministration the Social Security Ad­ 
ministration announced recently that 
Medicare patients have been hit with an 
“ unprecedented” 19 per cent increase in 
costs, which followed a 13 per cent in­ 
crease imposed less than a year ago. 
He also charged the administration 
with failing to respond, in any way, to 
revelations by a Senate investigating 
subcommittee that as much as $3 billion 
to $5 billion in Medicaid funds is lost 
each year through fraud 
Carter said if he were elected he would 
restructure the system of Medicare and 
Medicaid payments “to eliminate fraud 
and waste, and added “ this will be 
among the first steps my administration 
would take as we move toward the 
gradual phasing in of a national and com ­ 
prehensive health care system ” 
He also would change completely the 
manner in which Medicare and Medicaid 
programs pay hospitals, and provide an 
incentive to cut costs, he said 
Carter explained he would set reim­ 
bursement guidelines, forecast and fixed 
in advance, and hospitals which could 
find ways to save and spend less would 
be permitted to keep a portion of that as 
a bonus. 
Hospitals which exceeded the es 
timates would not be fully reimbursed

Minnesota, 
where he earned a bachelors 
degree in chemistry. 
Krichevsky has spent some 23 
years overseas working in the 
construction field. 
As jobs were better-paying 
abroad, he worked in such

dent, has had considerable success with the 
sales of his first novel, "What Price Revolution" 
while recounts his early boyhood experiences 
while growing up in Russia during the revolu­ 
tion.

places as Burma, Central 
America, and Iran, where he 
helped build a road from the 
Persian Gulf to the Caspian Sea 
for a supply route to the Rus­ 
sians before World War II broke 
out. 
Krichevsky has been taking 
creative writing and literature 
courses at Allan Hancock 
College since 1973, and began 
his novel a year later. 
Although “ What Price 
Revolution" is the first novel 
under his name, he has been a 
ghost writer for such famous 
authors as Upton Sinclair and 
P u l i t z e r - p r i z e 
w in n e r 
Marguerite Higgins. 
A large segment of Sinclair’s 
novel, "The Return of Lanny 
Budd" contained segments of 
Krichevsky’s experiences as a 
liaison officer between the 
American and Russian armies 
during World War II. 
He also authored an article, 
"My Personal War with the 
Russians" for the Saturday 
Evening Post in 1952. 
Krichevsky’s book depicts the 
condition of life in Russia from 
1918 to 1922, and how he felt it 
affected the Russian people. 
Although the work is fic­ 
tional, characters introduced 
into the book are those the 
author knew intimately. 
"The book captures the 
emotional and psychological at­ 
mosphere of the people of that 
time," according to some 
critics. 
Language Arts department 
chairman, Roy Lyon, said, "It 
is an exciting story told with 
skill and feeling. 
"There has been very much 
written on the Russian Revolu­ 
tion, but to the best of my 
knowledge not much of how it 
seemed to be a young boy," he 
said. 
Krichevsky has been a con­ 
struction engineer in various 
parts of the world. He retired 
from work at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base in 1974. 
Although his interest in 
writing has been long-standing, 
it was not until he retired that 
he felt he could afford the time 
to write. 
His novel was rejected by 
several publishing firms before 
capturing the attention of a 
small publishing company, 
Mojave Books, in Reseda, Calif. 
Mojave has 128 selling outlets 
throughout the United States 
and overseas countries. 
"Requests for my novel have 
been increasing steadily since 
its publication," he says. 
Hit second book "Evolution 
of a Liaison Officer," now in 
the process of publication, 
recounts his experiences as an 
intermediary between America 
and Russia during the Berlin 
Blockade in 1948. 
Krichevsky is presently at 
work on a mystery novel to be 
published by Major Books. 
An autograph reception will 
be held Oct. 29 at 7:30 p.m. at 
the Book Harbor, 210 No. 
Broadway, Santa Maria.

Effective October 19, 1976, 
the American National Red 
Cross is withdrawing from a 
cooperative program that has 
allowed donors in Red Cross 
areas to give blood for patients 
hospitalized in San Luis Obispo, 
Santa Barbara, and Ventura 
areas, officials of Tri-Counties 
Blood Bank announced today. 


In taking this action, the Red 
Cross will be ending a long­ 
standing 
interorganizational 
agreement with the nation’s 
largest blood banking associa­ 
tion, the American Association 
of Blood Banks (AABB), whose 
members transfuse over eight 
million units of blood and com­ 
ponents annually. The agree­ 
ment, which has been in opera­ 
tion for the past 16 years, 
provided for the exchange of 
blood and blood credits between 
58 Red Cross blood centers and 
over 800 blood banks affiliated 
with 
the 
N a tio n a l 
Clearinghouse Program of the 
American Association of Blood 
Banks. 


"In terminating this agree­ 
ment, the Red Cross is saying it 
no longer will deal in blood 
credits," said Bartholomew La 
Greca, managing director of 
Tri-Counties Blood Bank, a par- 
t i c i p a n t 
in 
the 
AABB 
Clearinghouse. "This means 
patients receiving blood in 33 
hospitals served by Tri- 
Counties Biood Bank no longer 
will be able to benefit from 
blood replacement donations 
made on their behalf at Red 
Cross centers. Patients who 
have previously donated to the 
Red Cross and have been as­ 
sured of blood coverage also 
will be unable to have blood 
credit transferred to us." 
Under the terms of the in­ 


terorganizational 
agreement, 
the Red Cross owes the 
American Association of Blood 
Banks over 37,000 units of 
blood AABB President, Ber­ 
nice M. Hemphill, stated the 
Association is concerned that 
the Red Cross’ action will 
result in public confusion and 
will discourage many blood 
donors. The result will be a 
decline in blood supplies and an 
escalation in blood costs in 
many parts of the country, 
making it even more difficult 
for Red Cross to meet the blood 
needs of patients in its own 
areas as well as to settle its in­ 
debtedness to the AABB and its 
participating blood banks. 
"The AABB believes blood is 
a personal resource and that 
donors should be able to give to 
whomever they wish," Mrs. 
Hemphill said. "Blood banks 
are medical facilities through 
which people give and receive 
blood, and the Red Cross’ denial 
of the right of individuals to 
designate their gifts of blood to 
specific patients or to credit 
their blood against possible 
future needs, is not in the pubfic 
interest.” 


The AABB has called upon 
the Red Cross to reconsider its 
decision to withdraw from the 
interorganization agreement or 
to consent to national media­ 


tion. 
“ In the interim , some 
patients will find it difficult to 
provide blood replacements 
because of the Red Cross’ 
refusal to transfer blood credits 
to AABB banks," said La 
Greca. "Donors residing in Red 
Cross areas may wish to con­ 
sider giving blood to an adja­ 
cent AABB-affiliated blood 
bank to establish blood credit 
for themselves or their families 
in th e e v e n t they a r e 
hospitalized outside their local 
Red Cross region.” 
La Greca emphasized that 
patients in San Luis Obispo, 
Santa Barbara and Ventura 
areas can continue to benefit 
from blood donations made by 
friends or relatives to AABB 
p a r t i c i p a t i n g 
b anks 
throughout the United States. 
Blood donors also may continue 
to give blood to Tri-Counties 
Blood Bank for future blood 
credit 
or to replace blood 
received by patients in any of 
the more than 2,600 hospitals 
served by blood banks par­ 
ticipating in the National 
Clearinghouse Program of the 
American Association of Blood 
Banks.

Waterfield 
takes stand 
in defense 


SANTA MARIA, Calif. (U P I) 
— Robert “ Bucky” Waterfield 
took the stand in his own 
defense Tuesday and told the 
court he drank 24 beers before 
firing the pistol shots that killed 
a Maricopa farm worker. 
But even though Waterfield 
accepted responsibility for the 
shooting, he told the jury he 
could not recall shooting his 
9mm semiautomatic pistol into 
a bar. 
Waterfield, 20, listened with 
his parents, actress Jane Rus­ 
sell and former Los Angeles 
Rams football star Bob Water­ 
field, as an eight-man, four- 
woman Superior Court jury 
heard closing arguments in the 
week-long trial. 
The panel was instructed that 
they could reach a guilty ver­ 
dict on a reduced involuntary 
manslaughter charge if the 
jurors determined Waterfield 
was drunk at the time of the 
shooting. 
He is accused of second- 
degree murder in the shooting 
death of Oscar Hernandez, 26, 
who was sitting in the Haybaler 
Bar in Cuyama when he was hit 
by a bullet fired from outside. 
A toxicology expert testified 
Tuesday that Waterfield could 
have been almost unconscious 
from alcohol when he fired 
shots if he drank the 24 beers, 
as he said 
Prosecutors called the shoot­ 
ing a “ wanton and reckless 
act” intended to scare “ wet­ 
backs” who frequent the bar.

oil spill chances 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Consumer Product Safety Com­ 
mission is being asked to order 
a massive revamping of labels 
on some 50,000 or more poisons, 
household cleaners and other 
products which may offer users 
incomplete or dangerous ad­ 
vice 
The first aid instruction on 
some labels is so vague that it is 
dangerous, and in other in­ 
stances the print used is un- 
readably small, according to a 
petition filed with the commis­ 
sion by Herbert S Denenberg, 
form er insurance commis­ 
sioner for Pennsylvania. 
Denenberg. now a consumer 
reporter for a Philadelphia 
television station and a newspa­ 
per columnist, told the agency 
he encountered the problems in 
the course of his work 
“This mislabeled product ex­ 
plosion leads to needless 
deaths, injuries and damage to 
the 
econom y 
and 
e n ­ 
v ir o n m e n t.” 
he 
said . 
“ Mislabeled products lead to 
needless poisoning of children 
and all sorts of tragedies 
He asked the government to 
require the rewriting of virtual­ 
ly every poison label on the 
market, and said 
“ There are 
perhaps 50,000 different pro­ 
ducts. probably more, that have 
labels which pose a threat to 
life or property .’’ 
In his petition Denenberg 
cited a bottle of turpentine 
which advised users to see the 
side label for cautions, but 
which had no side label The 
warning was printed instead on 
the reverse of the front label in 
small print, he said 
A second bottle of turpentine, 
he added, offered the same first 
aid advice except that it did not 
advise the user not to induce 
vomiting, where the first did 
“ Why do otherwise identical 
products have different first aid 
advice?” he said 
“ Other advice which still ap­ 
pears on poison labels, but 
should not. is to give fruit juice 
or vinegar for ingestion of 
alkaline corrosives It simply 
compounds the burns by 
producing exothermic reac­ 
tions,” he said 
“ Also the weight of medical 
opinion, in some cases, now 
recommends inducing vomiting 
for turpentine and petroleum 
distillates 
But virtually all 
poison labels are to the con­ 
trary ” 


W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) - 
There’s a 64 per cent chance 
that one or more major oil 
spills will reach land during of­ 
fshore drilling near the New 
England coast, according to a 
new government study. 


Two big spills — 1,000 barrels 
or more — are expected during 
the 20-year life of the oil field, 
according to a “ risk analysis” 
prepared by the U.S. Geological 
Survey. 


It predicts there wili be about 
nine spills of between 50 and 
1,000 barrels and about 1,800 
small spills of less than 50 
barrels 
The analysis was 
released Tuesday as part of a 


draft environmental study on 
proposed federal leasing of of­ 
fshore d rillin g tracts at 
Georges Bank. 


Even if no major spills occur, 
it predicts all the oil from 
smaller ones reaching Nantuck­ 
et, Mass., over two decades 
would add up to somewhere 
between 3.5 ounces to 2.2 
pounds per yard of beach. 


The study was prepared to 
help Interior Secretary Thomas 
Kleppe decide whether to hold a 
proposed lease sale off New 
England next year The first 
Atlantic Coast sale — off New 
Jersey and Delaware — was 
held earlier this year in the face 


of continuing legal challenges. 
Since the closest North Atlan­ 
tic tract is 40 miles offshore, 
experts say it would take the 
average spill a month to reach 
shore. Thus most of the oil 
would disperse and reach 
beaches as “ sticky residues” or 
“ spongy masses of oil and 
water." 
But, under some circumstan­ 
ces, an oil slick could reach 
Nantucket inside six days. 
The study’s findings were 
based on computer models. 
Hydrologist Richard Smith 
said the major impact from 
spills in the North Atlantic “ lies 
more on recreation areas than 
wildlife.” 


HEW tells national health goal 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - A 
doctor and dentist within a half 
hour's drive and a wait of no 
more than one week for an ap­ 
pointment for medical care 
should be a national health goal, 
says the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare 
Once in a doctor's office, a 
patient should have to wait no 
longer than 30 minutes, said a 
HEW draft statement guide­ 
lines for national health plan­ 
ning 
The statement made no 
reference to home visits by doc­ 
tors 
It was prepared by the U S 
Public Health Service and is­ 
sued Tuesday as a tentative 
statement of national health 
standards, to be refined after 
public comment and review by 
a national health planning coun­ 
cil. 
The guidelines will be used in 
health planning at federal, state 
and local levels by more than 
200 health systems agencies 
created under the National 
Health Planning and Resources 
Development Act of 1974 
“ Appointment waiting time 
for primary medical care ser­ 
vices should be no longer than 
one week and in-office waiting 
times should be no longer than 
30 minutes, except under ex­ 
traordinary circumstances,” 
the 39-page statement said. 


Because travel time influ­ 
ences consumer choice of 
health services, primary medi­ 
cal and dental care should be 
available within 30 minutes 


travel time, it said 
HEW also said that all com­ 
munity water supplies should 
be fluoridated for prevention of 
tooth decay 
“ People living in communi­ 
ties with fluoridation can retain 
benefits for life, and the costs 
for children's dental care are 
about one-half as much as in 
fluoride-deficient 
com ­ 
munities,” the statement said 
No time limits were set for 
achieving the national goals. 
However, at the current pace, 
the infant mortality rate should 


be reduced by 1982 to less than

Long ordeal ends for family 
involved in CIA deception plan 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
22-year ordeal of CIA deception 
was officially over for Mrs 
Frank R 
Olson the moment 
President Ford signed a bill 
providing her family with 
$750,000 in recompense for the 
bizarre death of her husband 


Mrs Olson said in a telephone 
interview Tuesday: “ I ’m very 
glad we made this effort. I feel 
this will focus the attention of 
the American people on the 
abuse of pow er of the 
superagencies not being con­ 
trolled ” 


The Olson family effort, she 
said, had three basic objec­ 
tives: to obtain the CIA file on 
her husband, to get a presiden­ 
tial acknowledgement of CIA 
wrongdoing, and to obtain 
monetary recompense. 
She said the family has now 


achieved all these objectives. 
“ I ’m glad this is over.” she 
said 
Twenty-two years of 
mystery were “ harder to bear 
than anyone can say.” 
In 1953 Dr. Olson was a 
civilian biochemist working at 
Fort Detrick. Md He was one 
of five scientists to whom the 
CIA fed doses of LSD without 
their knowledge in the course of 
an experiment on the effects of 
the mind-altering drug 
Olson went into a depression 
shortly afterwards, and. inex­ 
plicably. hurled himself to his 
death from a New York hotel 
room window days later. 
For years, government offi­ 
cials told Mrs. Olson only that 
her husband had suffered a ner­ 
vous breakdown, had been 
taken to New York to see a psy­ 
chiatrist. and jumped or fell to 
his death 


W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) - 
Based on statistics, the Su­ 
preme Court is unlikely to grant 
the appeals of former Attorney 
General John N. Mitchell and 
former Nixon White House 
aides H.R. Haldeman and John 
Ehrlichman.

Successful Everest climbers 
find tattered Chinese flags 


KATMANDU, Nepal (U P I) - 
A Chinese tripod with tattered 
flag s on it greeted two 
members of the Am erican 
bicentennial expedition to Mt. 
Everest when they reached the 
summit of the world’s highest 
peak last week, a U.S. embassy 
source said today. 
The Chinese placed the tripod 
there in May, 1975, when nine 
climbers, including a woman, 
climbed it for the second time 
from the north face just a few 
days after Everest was climbed 
for the first time by a woman — 
a Japanese housewife. 
Chris Chandler, a 28-year-old 
doctor from Vashon, Washing­ 
ton, and Robert Cormack, a 39- 
year-old glider pilot from 
Boulder, Colorado, reached the 
top of the 29,028-foot mountain 
last Friday. 
“ They were greeted by the 
Chinese tripod with remnants 
of other flags,” the source said 
after talking with base camp. 
“ Chandler took a small green 
s ca rf given him by his 
girlfriend and tied it cm the 
tripod. In the scarf was some 
rice blessed by a lama. 
“ Evidently Cormack did have 
a small American flag inside 
his pocket. But the wind was so 
strong and cold that he could 
not take it out,” the source 
said. 
No flags were placed on the 
summit, as is customary, when 
the two American climbers 
scaled the peak from the 
southeast ndge. 
Ang Phurba, the Sherpa 
leader guiding the two Ameri­ 
cans. was carrying the Ameri­ 


can and Nepalese flags when 
the assault team left camp six 
Friday morning for the final as­ 
sault. He was forced to turn 
back when his oxygen set failed 
and he forgot to turn the flags 
over to the two climbers. 
The team left camp six one 
hour later than expected 
“ because of organizational 
problems,” the source said. 
“ They were at a point of turn­ 
ing back and thought there was 
no point in going on. However, 
they set the time until 4 p.m. to 
climb as high as they could,” he 
said. 
By 4 p.m. the winds got 
fiercer and, according to Cor­ 
mack, they were blowing at 
more than 100 miles per hour. 
The two climbers had to take 


a few steps, crouch down, and 
hang onto the mountain until 
they reached the summit at 
4:15 p.m.

got sick,” said Shelva Koleck, 
president of United Steelwork­ 
ers Local 8259 in Kittanning, 
about the massive outbreak.

“ It was a good idea they did, 
because like every 10 minutes 
somebody else would be pass­ 
ing out,” she said. ” ” It shook 
everybody up.

Living will 
information 
mounting 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (U PI) 
— Californians who “ fear living 
as a human vegetable” more 
than death are seeking to draw 
up “ living wills” under the 
state's new right to die law. 
More than 600 letters to the 
author of the law, the first in 
the nation, have sought infor­ 
mation about making the so- 
called “ living w ill” that allows 
terminally ill adults to choose 
to die rather than be kept alive 
as long as possible by medical 
treatment. 
“ Death I do not fear, but I do 
fea r liv in g as a human 
vegetable,’’ said one re­ 
ceived by Assemblyman Barry 
Keene, D-Eureka, who was 
prompted to drew up the act by 
the case of comatose Karen 
Ann Quinlan in New Jersey. 
“ I am 77 years old, and like 
many of my peers, dread being 
kept alive in some nursing 
home far past the time when 
God would like me to be left 
alone,” wrote another. 
One nurse wrote: " I have 
seen so many human beings suf­ 
fer in a state of near-death and 
it is ghastly.” 
The law, signed Sept. 30 by 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
takes effect Jan. 1. 
Specifically, the law will 
allow persons over 18 to order 
doctors to withdraw life sus­ 
taining procedures if they face 
“ imminent death” and ar­ 
tificial techniques serve no pur­ 
pose but to postpone it. 
The directive, to be witnessed 
by two other persons, could be 
revoked either orally or in 
writing

Ад Dept, releases crop forecast 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Agriculture Department, in its 
October crop report, forecasts 
a good orange crop this year, 
continued decline in com and 
soybeans, and more trouble for 
the wheat farmer. 
A department spokesman 
predicted Tuesday no “ major 
change” in the economic out­ 
look for agriculture this year 
USDA economist Dawson 
Ahalt told reporters, however, 
that “ the wheat grower is ex­ 
periencing problems.” 
Ahalt cited the large world­ 
wide production, including the 
second largest in history for the 
Soviet Union. 
But he shied away from 
reports the Ford administration 
plans to change loan rates for 
wheat farmers. He said the 
department “ always has these 
kind of issues under considera­ 
tion” . 
“ There’s always rumors go­ 
ing around,” he said when 
asked about talk of a pending 
announcement of a rate hike by 
President Ford. 
Asked if such an announce- 
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ment were made, whether it 
would be justified on political 
grounds, Ahalt replied: “ At this 
time I would say no economical 
justificaton.” 
The statistics estimated the 
1976 com crop at 5.865 billion 
bushels, down 27 million bush­ 
els from Sept. 1, but 2 per cent 
above last year’s record. Soy­ 
bean production was put at 
1.250 billion bushels, down from 
last month’s figure and 18 per 
cent below last year. 
In its first forecast of the 
season, the U SD A ’s Crop 
Reporting Board indicated a 
record 271.1 million box orange 
crop, up 12 per cent over the 
previous record set last season. 
Ahalt said September weath­ 
er “ treated farmers a little bet­ 
ter” than in August. 
But he said there did not ap­ 
pear to be any change in 
forecasts for food prices. 
Com prospects are a major 
key to future retail food prices 
because the grain is the chief 
feed m aterial for farm ers 
producing meat, poultry and 
milk. 


The new forecast, based on 
Oct. 1 conditions, left the crop 
98 million bushels above last 
year’s 5.767 billion bushel 
record. 
While U.S. corn prospects 
declined for the second straight 
month, officials pushed their 
estimate of wheat to 2.127 
billion bushels, about 7 million 
bushels smaller than last year’s 
record. 
The prospective com harvest 
declined 0.5 per cent from last 
m onth’s forecast because 
drought reduced per acre yield 
prospects in most of the north 
central states, particularly in 
the western part of the com 
belt. Per acre yield forecasts 
declined 0.1 bushels nationally 
during the month. 
The new U.S. forecast es­ 
timated grain sorghum produc­ 
tion at 714 million bushels, sl­ 
ightly higher than September, 
but 6 per cent below last year. 
Cotton production was estimat­ 
ed at 10.3 million bales, 1 per 
cent below Sept. 1 but 23 per 
cent above last year. 
In view of these and other 


forecasts, total production of 
all crops for 1976 was put at 118 
per cent of the 1967 average, the 
same as in September and com­ 
pared to last year’s record of 
122 per cenL

Committee formed to study 
importing of state water 


A seven-member committee 
to study the ramifications of 
importing Feather River water 
to Santa Barbara County and its 
particular affect on agriculture 
in the Santa Ynez Valley was 
named by the Santa Ynez Farm 
Bureau Center at a luncheon 
meeting yesterday at the Red 
Barn in Santa Ynez. 
Formation of the committee 
was suggested by the board of 
directors of the County Farm 
Bureau which has been asked 
by the County Water Agency 
subcom m ittee studying the 
state water question to provide 
input from county agriculture. 
The County FB directors have 
requested all centers in the 
county to form such commit­ 
tees and report their findings at 
a meeting of the board Nov. 30. 


The Santa Ynez Center group 
will begin its work immediately 
and report its conclusion to the 


center at its next session Nov. 
9. 
County Farm Adviser Warren 
Bendixen noted that the farm 
adviser’s office was compiling 
figures on total water usage in 
the county and with the help of 
UCSB was attempting to deter­ 
mine the water quality factor 
as it pertains to crop yields as 
well. 
Speaking b riefly a t the 
meeting was Robert C. Lilley of 
Lompoc, a candidate for super­ 
visor from the fourth district. 
Lilley described the subjects 
of taxes and water as the two 
main issues in the current cam­ 
paign. 
Pointing out that 60 cents of 
the county tax dollar goes for 
schools and another 37 
cents 
for the operation of county 
government, it was Lilley’s 
suggestion that perhaps Santa 
Barbara County could emulate 


in some ways the government, 
structure of Monterey County 
which he described as one with 
a similar population total, type 
of economies, and geography as 
Santa Barbara County. 
He noted that the cost of 
governm ent per person in 
Monterey County is 95 cents 
compared to $1.50 in this county 
and related a trip he took to 
Monterey County where he con­ 
ferred with county officials to 
learn more of that county’s 
government operation. 


He found, as an example, he 
said, that many heads directed 
more than one and sometimes 
three departments which ef­ 
fected savings in salaries. 


Lilley said “ that upon elec­

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Grapes, dates, figs 
suffer much damage 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
California grapes, dates and 
figs suffered “ considerable 
damage" from heavy rainfall 
occurring during tropical storm 
Kathleen in early September 
and another storm late in the 
month, according to state farm 
officials. 
The Department of Food and 
A griculture Tuesday said 
grapes laid for raisins were 
“severely damaged” by mold, 
rot and insects as a result of the 
rains from the tropical storm 
which started Sept. 10 in 
Southern California and anoth­ 
er storm during the final week 
of September. 
It said attempts were being 
made to salvage as many 
raisins as possible. Grapes still 
on the vine for table or wine use 
were suffering from “above­ 
normal” bunch rot and split 
skins, the department said. 
The department estimated 
C alifornia's production of 
grapes at 3.15 million tons, well 
below the September forecast 


of 4.2 million tons and 17 per 
cent below last year’s crop. 
The raisin variety production 
is expected to total 350,000 tons, 
down 100,000 from the Septem­ 
ber forecast and 32 per cent 
below last year. The table 
grape variety is forecast as 12 
per cent below 1975 while wine 
variety production is expected 
to be slightly above last year. 
The department said about 
one-third of the date crop was 
lost and a high percentage of 
the remainder will go to by­ 
products because of reduced 
quality. 
It said figs were being hand- 
selected to salvage undamaged 
fruit. Damage to Calimyma 
variety figs was heavy with les­ 
ser amounts to White Adriatic 
and Black Mission varieties. 


The department also said 
some damage was reported to 
dry beans and hay in the 
windrow and cotton growers 
are “apprehensive” about in­ 
creasing mold and boll rot.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Symptoms of shingles — a viral 
infection involving the nervous 
system — can be alleviated by 
injecting local anesthetic 
agents into the nerves, a 
Chicago doctor reported today. 


Dr. Murugiah Mani, of Cook 
County Hospital, told a meeting 
of the American Society of 
Anesthesiologists that such in­ 
jections were a common way of 
treating the disease, which 
begins with mild discomfort 
about the trunk and abdomen 
and progresses to episodes of 
stabbing pains and blisters. 


“Over the last 30 years, 
sporadic reports have appeared 
in the medical literature in­ 
dicating that in the early, acute 
stages shingles can be totally 
cured by in jectin g local 
anesthetic agents,” said Mani. 


He said such treatment is 
almost 100 per cent effective 
against a recurrence of the 
“post herpetic neuralgia” or 
burning pain which usually 
follows a case of the shingles. 


If a case of shingles remains 
untreated, the doctor said, it 
becomes more unresponsive to 
treatment within six months. 


Local anesthetics help pre­ 
vent destruction of the large 
fibers in the affected nerve 
lines, thus diminishing pain. 
Dr. Mani said. 


“The reason the treatment is 
not more widespread is probab­ 
ly the failure of the various 
medical specialties to com­ 
municate with one another. 
P a tie n ts 
su fferin g from 
shingles seek relief from der­ 
matologists. neurologists, in­ 
ternists, and family prac­ 
titioners. who are unfamiliar 
with this type of therapy.”

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Massive 
State guard 
test set 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
sleepy town of Robertsville will 
be hit by two major earth­ 
quakes, floods, rioting, looting, 
a protest sit-in and a saloon 
brawl next month. But it will all 
be make-believe. 


The simulated catastrophe is 
being staged by the California 
National Guard as its largest 
ever mock field exercise. 
Some 2,300 troops will partici­ 
pate in the 30-hour event Nov. 5- 
6 at Camp Roberts, located 
between San Francisco and Los 
Angeles, which will become the 
mythical city of Robertsville 
with a population of 35,000. The 
federal government will pay 
most of the $100,000 cost of the 
exercise. 
Col. Howard Freeman, spe­ 
cial assistant to the command­ 
ing general, said in an inter­ 
view the guard wants to be 
"darned sure it is prepared for 
such an event" because some 
seismologists are predicting 
that "San Francisco and Los 
Angeles area about ready to fall 
into the sea." 
“The exercise is based upon 
the hypothetical consequences 
of two devastating earthquakes 
four days apart, the first in the 
San Francisco Bay area and the 
second in the Los Angeles area, 
caused by moyement of the 
H a y w a r d and N e wp o r t - 
Inglewood faults," the guard 
said in a statement. 
“Casualties are presumed to 
have exceeded 200,000 — among 
them 81,000 fatalities — includ­ 
ing lives lost by floods resulting 
from collapse of dams in the 
metropolitan 
vicinities," 
the 
guard said. 
In the exercise, the governor 
will have ordered the troops to 
Robertsville, a city of 35,000, 
“because of a massive conver­ 
gence of refugees and threats to 
stored supplies and critical 
materials." 


The guard said in the after- 
ma t h of 
the s i m u l a t e d 
earthquakes the troops will be 
faced with “ rioting, sniping in­ 
cidents. protest sit-in, emer­ 
gency 
helicopter evacuation, 
bomb threat, civil disturbance 
growing out of looting of 
emergency food and medical 
stores, a barroom brawl, hay- 
drop to starving livestock and 
search for missing and sick 
juveniles." 


Asked if it was realistic for 
earthquakes to be followed im­ 
mediately by a protest sit-in, 
barroom brawl and bomb 
threat. Freeman explained the 
guard did not have the “ luxury" 
to stage more than one exercise 
and decided to test as many 
emergencies as possible during 
a single exercise.

CINCINNATI (U PI) — Three men were injured and 
several persons arrested Tuesday night as a crowd of about 
14.000 celebrated the Cincinnati Reds’ winning of the 
National League championship, police said 
Two teen-aged boys were shot and wounded and another 
young man suffered a stab wound, during the celebration in 
downtown Fountain Square after the Reds downed the 
Philadelphia Phillies, 7-6, to win the NL pennant. 
Authorities said some of the crowd, made up of mostly 
young persons, became rowdy about 9:30 p.m. and broke 
windows, tore down a “ Reds Are Hot’’ banner and took two 
uniforms from an American Airlines office. 


Police arrested about 70 persons on various charges before 
the crowd broke up about midnight. 


John Woods, 18, and James Lee, 19, both of Cincinnati, 
were shot in what authorities called an unprovoked incident. 
Woods suffered an abdominal injury and Lee was 
superficially wounded in the face. Woods was listed in 
serious condition today following surgery and Lee was in fair 
condition, a hospital spokesman said 


Police said they chased a shooting suspect believed to be 
about 13 to 14 years old through the crowd but were unable to 
capture him. 
An unidentified man suffered a minor stab wound during 
the celebration He was treated and released at a local 
hospital. 
The crowd began forming about 6.30 p.m. shortly after the 
game ended At first the crowd was made up of mostly 
middle-aged persons, described by authorities as well- 
dressed and orderly. 
Initially, the enthusiastic group chanted “ We’re No. 1 as 
pages from telephone books thrown from nearby office 
buildings floated through the air, illuminated by two giant 
searchlights on the square. 
Later, when the trouble began, police said the throng was 
. made up of mostly younger people, many of them drinking 
beer, smoking marijuana and shooting off firecrackers. 
Authorities said the crowd had thinned to near normal by 
shortly after midnight.

Dave Cash lofted a sacrifice fly to give 
the Phillies a 5-4 lead. 
An RBI triple by Johnstone in the 
ninth, which got by second baseman Joe 
Morgan’s outstretched glove and also 
center fielder Cesar Geronimo, gave the 
Phillies what, against probably any other 
team, would have been a decisive in­ 
surance run. 
But, as they proved in the ninth inning, 
the Reds are not just any other team. 
After getting leadoff batter Foster into 
a 1-2 count advantage, Reed disastrously 
hung a slider, which wound up in the left 
field seats and, in similar fashion, Bench 
followed by teeing another 1-2 pitch into 
the left-center stands. 
“ There’s no way you can blame 
anybody on this ball club for that loss but 
me," said the dejected, misty-eyed Reed 
afterward. “ It was plain and simple as 
that.

Cachuma planting to start 


The 12th year of winter trout plants by Santa Barbara County at Cachuma Lake will 
begin Oct. 20, and continue into January of 1977, with approximately 18,500 pounds of 
trout being planted at two-week intervals. The fish contract calls for catchable trout 
averaging two fish per pound minimum. 
The major portion of the funds required for this program come from gate receipts 
at Cachuma Lake and from contributions from various Santa Ynez merc hants. The 
fund will also be supplemented this year in some part by fines levied by the Fish and 
Game Department and deposited in the County General Fund. 
As in past years, the State Department of Fish and Game will also plant fish on 
alternate weeks in Cachuma Lake until they have matched the amount of fish planted 
by the County The State plants will extend over a longer period of time.

Whenever someone wishes to make a 
statement about an exploitive black 
sports star, Walt Frazier’s name is 
trundled out. In a recent article, for ex­ 
ample, on the New York Times op-ed 
page, William Serrin wrote. 
“ But the problem is one of private peo­ 
ple, too. The (young blacks of Detroit) 
did not learn what they know by 
themselves. Magazines said that wear­ 
ing wide-brim hats and carrying canes 
was black cool. The basketball player, 
Walt Frazier, who did not sweat, was 
cool ... Black people like Fred 
Williamson and Jim Brown found they 
could make a bundle making violent sex- 
filled movies. And the young blacks 
started acting in the fashion of the 
Hollywood actors, and it was no longer 
acting. It was violence and death on 
Detroit's East Side." 
Lumping Frazier with those alleged 
catalysts of mayhem is muddle-headed. 
The marauding black youths of Detroit, 
to say the least, impose themselves on 
others. No one says to Walt Frazier, “ get 
away from me," except, perhaps, a man 
he is guarding on the basketball court. 
Frazier’s cool is marked by restraint. 
Frazier has never been called for a 
technical foul, for example, in his entire 
nine-year career in the National Basket­ 
ball Association. He almost never even 
grimaces at a call by a referee, let alone 
complains about it. He has never gotten 
into a scuffle on the court; his reserve 
was dramatically demonstrated to a 
nationwide television audience when, a 
few seasons back, an opponent on the 
Baltimore Bullets slugged Frazier in 
frustration. 
Frazier simply continued on in the 
game. 
A few years ago I was at a game the 
Knicks played in Atlanta, Frazier’s 
home town. I noticed that Frazier left 
the pregame warm-up drills to talk with 
a member of the band that played at 
courtside. The band was made up of in­ 
mates of a nearby Georgia prison. 
After the game I asked Frazier who it 


was he spoke with. He said it was a guy 
he had played with on his high school 
basketball team. 
I asked Frazier what the difference 
was between himself and guys like that 
fellow. Frazier said that he determined 
long ago not to grow up standing on the 
corner, nodding and talking jive. He

wanted to make something of himself 
and he knew it would take work He 
came to the belief that “ cool" was the 
answer. That is, a positive “ cool.” 
"Cool is my style," he has said. “ I 
almost never show any emotion on the 
court. A guy might harass me and it 
might be working, but if you look at my 
face, I always look cool. So they never 
know what I’m thinking. 
“ Some cool is natural, but a lot is 
learned 
“ Cool is a quality admired in the black 
neighborhoods. Cool is a matter of self- 


preservation, of survival. It must go 
back to the slave days, when often times 
all a black man had to defend himself 
with was his poise. If you’d show fear or 
anger, you'd suffer the consequences 
Today, the guy respected in the ghetto is 
the guy who resists the urge to go off — 
who can handle himself in a crisis, who 
can talk his way out of a flight." 
One also wonders about Serrin's point 
about clothes Is he saying that wearing 
wide-brim hats stirs up hostile blood in 
young blacks? 
It is a truism in ghetto life as 
elsewhere, that the wearing of prized 
clothing is a step toward pacifism Few 
dudes are inclined to tear up snazzy duds 
in a scuffle. 
Frazier says he was always conscious 
of being neat as far back as grade school 
He remembers when the blue-suede shoe 
fad came out. he bought himself a pair of 
those sharp brogans. “ I was proud of 
them and brushed them all the time,” he 
said. "My mother said I’d better be 
careful because I was brushing all the 
suede off.” 
Like many of us, the better Frazier 
dresses, he says, the better he feels. 
Even on the court. The neater he feels in 
his uniform, he says, the better he usual­ 
ly plays 
It is a matter of pride and self-respect. 
Psychologists tell us that we must 
respect ourselves before we can or will 
respect others. And who should judge 
how wide another’s hat brim ought to be? 
As for being an example to youth, 
Frazier says. “ The only thing about me 
that I’d want kids to identify with is that 
I'm my own man I don't use people and I 
don’t let people use me 
" I believe what Bill Russell says: 
black kids can look up to a black athlete 
as an athlete, as someone who has 
worked hard and developed his talents, a 
man who has accomplished something he 
wanted But a father should set an exam­ 
ple for a kid, or an uncle or a religious or 
neighborhood leader 
“ My example is that I’m Walt Frazier 
I do my job well.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
George Washington, due to 
legislation signed into law by 
President Ford, now ranks 
higher than any other general in 
U.S. history. 
That is, according to military 
historians, unless Gen. John J. 
"Blade Jack" Pershing is his 
peer. 
Ford without comment Tues­ 
day signed a bill promoting 
Washington to the rank of six- 
star general of the armies. The 
bill said the first president 
would stand above "all other 
grades of the Army, past and 
present.” 
However, military historians 
have noted that in 1919 
Congress promoted Pershing to 
the rank of a six-star general of 
the armies with similar state­ 
ments. 
Pershing never wore his six 
stars, preferring instead the un­ 
iform of a four-star general. 
Washington never rose higher 
than the three-star rank of 
lieutenant general, the level he 
reached when he led the Con­ 
tinental Army in the Revo­ 
lutionary War. 
Congress originally allowed 
the rank of general of the ar­ 
mies for Washington in a bill 
passed in 1799. But President 
John Adams, who disagreed 
politically with Washington, 
never submitted his name to 
the Senate for confirmation.

Board have been appointed to 
supervise union representation 
elections and labor disputes for 
field hands, the board an­ 
nounced Tuesday.

Money 
for the agency was contained in 
the new state budget that took 
effect in July.

Critical cracks in Trident subs 


WASNINGTON - The Trident sub­ 
marines, which will make up the Navy’s 
undersea fleet of the future, have 
developed cracks in more than 100 
critical places. 


The first of these billion-dollar boats is 
sch ed u led for d eliv ery in 1978. 
Altogether, four have been ordered so 
far from the Electric 
B o a t d iv is io n of 
General Dynamics. 
They w ill c r u ise 
grea ter d ista n c es 
more silently than any 
subm arine in the 
world. Each will also 
be able to launch 24 
nuclear m issiles at 
targets 4,000 m iles 
away. 


But on the first 
three subs now under 
construction, 
Navy 
and Electric Boat in­ 
spectors have found 
cracks in such sen­ 
sitive spots as the wall 
separating the engine 
room from the nuclear plant. 


According to a confidential Navy in­ 
spection memo, “cracks were visually 
observed’’ during a routine inspection of 
the lead submarine, which is identified 
as SSNB 726. Electric Boat brought in 
sophisticated electronic testing devices. 


“Magnetic inspection has revealed 100 
cracks” in SSNB 726 alone, reports the 
memo. The tests were then made on the 
lead submarine’s two sister ships. 


“There are indications,” states the 
memo, "that the SSNB 727 and 728 ... 
also have cracks” in an interior wall 
separating the reactor from the nuclear 
works “The cause of this weld cracking 
has not been determined,” the memo 
adds. 


The Navy’s Capt. AC. Bivens, who 
reported the cracks, told us they weren’t 
“an unusual thing.” He explained that 
the special steels used for subs 
sometimes present special problems. 
The Navy and Electric Boat, he said, 
have worked out a solution that will still 
permit delivery of the first Trident by 


December, 1978. 


SAD SPEAKER: Sources close to 
Speaker Carl Albert say he has been 
depressed since he banged the gavel 
adjourning Congress. It was the last time 
he would preside over his beloved House, 
the last time he would swing the great 
gavel, the last time he would sit in the 
thronelike leather chair behind the mar­ 
ble rostrum. 


Albert spoke bitterly to intimates 
about the man who is expected to replace 
him as speaker next year.

Sources privy to the conversation say 
that O’Neill mentioned the congressional 
sex scandals and warned that Albert’s 
relationship with young girls could be 
embarrassing.

He described O’Neill’s call to one 
friend at first as “blackmail.” Then 
Albert modified his statement and said

he had ever spoken to Albert about the 
girls he escorts.

FAST TALKER: President Ford has 
appointed an engaging, 38-year-old 
banker named Eugene Girard to dis­ 
pense $200 million in foreign aid each 
year to Latin America. What wasn’t 
mentioned in the glowing press an­ 
nouncement was that Girard recently 
was eased out of Citibank, formerly 
First National City Bank of New York, 
Berry’s World 


after more than $10 million in loan losses 
was discovered. 


Girard once talked his way out of being 
killed by Mexican terrorists who had kid­ 
naped him. They let him go for a small 
$12,000 ransom and his wife’s jewelry. 
The persuasive Girard has now talked 
his way into the $40,000-a-year job of run­ 
ning the entire AID program in Latin 
America. 


Girard's nomination by President 
Ford was rushed through the Senate dur­ 
ing its dying days with no investigation 
whatsoever and only routine hearings. 
He was sworn in last week. 


A bit of checking, however, would have 
shown a dubious financial record for a 
man who will be investing $200 million of 
the taxpayers’ money in Latin America. 


Until September 1, he was a vice presi­ 
dent of Citibank, which has offices 
throughout Latin America. One of its 
most notable offices is located in 
Panama, where Girard worked his way 
up from an assistant manager. 


He became the hero, then the goat, of 
more than $200 million in real estate 
loans during Panama’s land boom. Even­ 
tually, Citibank’s loans dropped in real 
value by more than $10 million, by the 
most conservative estimates. Girard got 
the blame. 


A special team of auditors was sent to 
Panama to look into the loans approved 
by Girard, his staff and the parent loan 
committee in New York City. What they 
found remains something of a mystery. 
One Citibank source told us they found 
“losses.” A second source stressed that 
Girard’s judgment, but not his honesty, 
was questioned. 


In any event, he was quietly en­ 
couraged to resign Not long afterward, 
he talked his way into his key job with 
the Ford administration. 


Of his depature from Citibank, Girard 
told us it was a “mutual situation.” As to 
the losses, he acknowledged that 
“maybe we were a bit optimistic.” 


Footnote: A spokesman said the White 
House was aware of the Panama situa­ 
tion and “it was no bar to appointment.’ 
At Citibank, Senior Vice President 
Richard Wheeler refused to discuss the 
Panama losses. 


Outside the United States, when the 
Earl Butz story broke the talk among 
seasoned Americans tended to non­ 
chalance. In Caracas, they do not publish 
such pith as you can find in “Rolling 
Stone,” or “The Village Voice.” Under 
the circumstances, when the Associated 
Press sent out the actual text of Mr. 
Butz’s remarks, and 
they spread about by 
word of mouth, there 
came the distinctive 
sense of shock that 
follows when a com­ 
munity has already 
made up its mind 
about something, and 
learns that it was 
wrong. 
At first, it was sup­ 
posed that Earl Butz 
had said something 
routinely 
invidious 
ab out 
A m e rica n 
blacks. After all, it 
was only a fortnight 
earlier that the Vice 
P r e sid e n t of the 
United States and the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives had disported 
on the subject of what would have hap­ 
pened to Edward Brooke if his ancestors 
had stayed in Liberia. The microphones 
were accidentally 
live, and an entire 
press section heard the slurs. 
They were to be distinguished from 
those of Earl Butz by their relative 


mildness; and perhaps by the all- 
important fact that one of the slurrers is 
a Republican and the other a Democrat ; 
so that there was no partisan leverage in 
the episode for one political party to ex­ 
ploit. If Earl Butz had been exchanging 
views with, say, Teddy Kennedy, who 
had echoed them, his moral guilt would 
have been unmitigated but his political 
career might have survived. Jimmy 
Carter would not demand the resignation 
of Senator Kennedy if Teddy came out 
against Anne Frank. 
Most people are aware that, in respect 
of ethnic jokes, there is something of a 
generation gap. Not long ago a promi­ 
nent American liberal in New York told 
a friend that, throughout his youth, he 
heard at the dinner table of his dis­ 
tinguished father in Boston, racial 
stories which now the New Yorker would 
leave the room if repeated in his 
presence. 
There is still something of the lure of 
audacity in the racial story, and it is fair 
at this heated moment to observe that 
there is no documented correlation 
between racial hostility, and an inclina­ 
tion to racial jokes or racial slurs. When, 
four elections back, Jerry terHorst 
learned about Henry Cabot Lodge’s 
promise that if Nixon was elected, he 
would name a black to his Cabinet, he 
was riding on Kennedy’s press plane, and 
scratched out the verse, “Gone are the 
days when the Cabinet was Jim 
Crow/Now Treasury has a boss named 


Old Black Joe./Lodge did it all, that 
blueblood so-and-so,/He heard a crowd 
in Harlem calling,/Old Black Joe." 
That is the kind of thing it was as­ 
sumed Earl Butz was guilty of. What he 
said was breathcatchingly coarse. It 
betrayed a kind of personal insensitivity 
that induces sheer wonder. The state­ 
ment had what one might call KKK wit. 
but the coarseness overwhelms. It would 
not have been the charitable thing to say, 
but Gerald Ford could plausibly have 
said that he could not feel comfortable 
in the presence of someone who spoke 
those phrases. 
So much for poor Earl Butz Now one 
w onders, w hat purpose did the 
ideological tabloid press serve in 
reprinting the slurs? 
“The Village 
Voice,” whose article on the wedding of 
Tricia Nixon could have been written by 
Earl Butz, is in the contemptible 
business of simultaneously moralizing, 
and sensationalizing. A simple letter to 
the White House calling attention to Earl 
Butz’s language might well have been 
justified. But to publish words so offen­ 
sive to an entire race of people renowned 
for their gentility is to poison the well. 
No doubt John Dean has maximized his 
incumbency as a free lance journalist. 
He and those who publicized his story 
have done so not so much at the expense 
of Earl Butz’s political career — Butz 
was expendable — but at the expense of 
stimulating a dreadful resentment by 
one-tenth of the American people.

sion regarding libel 
cases whereby malice 
m ust 
be 
p ro v ed 
against public figures 
before libel judgments 
can be awarded; Paul 
Fitzgerald, the at­ 
to rn ey 
who 
represented Charles 
Manson; Mark E. 
Hurwitz, the attorney for L A. Times 
newsman Bill Farr who spent so many 
days in jail for refusing to disclose a 
news source, Judge Donald R Fretz, 
judge of the superior court in Merced 
and others. 
Why were we all there? 
As everyone knows who reads a new­ 
spaper and watches television these 
days, there is a great confrontation 


between the news media and the bar and 
judicial system over the first and sixth 
amendments to our Constitution. The 
first, of course, guarantees a free press 
The sixth, of course, guarantees a fair 
trial. 
Responsible news media and con­ 
cerned members of the bar and the 
bench are making concerted efforts to 
resolve this confrontation which has 
resulted, as we all know, in newsmen 
landing in 
jail for indeterminate 
sentences. 
It is not an easy compromise. We feel 
very strongly in our profession over the 
rights and privileges granted to us by the 
first amendment The bar and the bench 
feel likewise over the sixth amendment. 
However, as it was brought out at the 
seminar, those who drafted the Constitu­ 
tion certainly believed in what they did 
and for the preservation of democracy, 
we must make it work 
We strongly feel that the compromise 
to the problem lies in a joint code of 
ethics or principles which has been ham­ 
mered out by eminent members of the 
journalistic profession and members of 
the bar and bench. 
It is extremely specific and it works. 
Judge Fretz of Merced gave evidence 
of this fact at the arraignment of those 
suspected in the Chowchilla school bus 
kidnaping Aware of the wide publicity 
the upcoming trial would generate, the 
judge, in his wisdom, called the 
newsmen in and asked if they would 
abide by this code of ethics. All answered 


in the affirmative. 
The judge, then, issued no gag orders.
